He shot both of the men from behind 
while they were milking in the barn,

New York, May 8.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
Nearly all will be astonished to learn 
that actual sales in April by leading 
houses in each line of business in the

Mountains average only about IO per 
cent less than in April, 1892, the year 
of the largest business hitherto, and 
were 6 per cent more than in the same 
month last year. Yet this is the sum­ 
mary of 357 reports, each covering ac­ 
tual sales of leading merchants in a 
line of business in one of fourteen 
cities. They are especially encourag­ 
ing in view of the great fall of prices 
within the five years and with ex­ 
ceptional floods and other retarding in­ 
fluences this year.

T here is a m istaken im pression on 
the p art of a g~>od many dealers th a t 
th e legislature killed all 
billa th a t 
w ere introduced for th e purpose of 
restrictin g or reg u latin g th e cigarette 
traffic. 
In fact a bill w as 
passed 
which prohibits tho sals of cigarettes 
or cigarette paper to minors. 
T his bill, w hich was approved by 
Gov. Scofield A pril 
23, 
constitutes 
chapter 329 of th e law s of 1S97. 
It 
provides th a t any person who shall 
sell, traffic in or 
give aw ay any 
cigarettes or cigarette paper in any 
q uantity w hatever, to a m inor under 
th e age of tw enty-one years, shall be 
deem ed guilty of a m isdem eanor, and 
on conviction theieof shall be pun­ 
ished thereof by a fine of not less th an 
$5 nor m ore th an $25 for each offense, 
besides th e cost of suit, or by im pris­ 
onm ent in the county ja il of the 
proper county n ot less than five days 
nor more th an th irty days.” 
In case 
of a second offense th e court may 
m ake th e fine $100 w ith a minimum 
of $25, or send an offender to ja il for 
three m onths. 
As m inors purchase th e bulk of all 
cigaretes sold, the rigid enforcem ent 
of this law w ill m ake a m arked differ­ 
ence in the extent of cigarette sm ok­ 
ing in W isconsin.
